On a w a g e r of $1.000 he un derto ok 
to ride alone from S a n ta Fe to In d e ­ 
p endence inside of six day s. 
It w a s 
w ith out ti th o ug h t of fe a r th a t he u n ­ 
dertook the te rrible fe a t. 
It w a s to lu* 
th e sup rem e effort of his life, a n d lie 
s e n t half a dozen of th e s w ifte st horses 
ahead, 
to 
be statio n e d 
a t different 
p oints for use in th e ride. 
H e left 
S a n ta F e In a sw eep in g gallop , and 
th a t w aikthe p ace kep t up d urin g n e a r­ 
ly every h o ur of th e tim e un til he fell 
fainting from his fo am covered horse 
in the sq u a re a t Indep endence.

m an could keep up w ith th e rider, and 
he would h a v e killed every horse in ; 
th e west r a th e r tlm n have failed in the 
undertakin g. 
It took him just 5 d ay s 
a n d 19 hours to p erfo rm the feat, an d 
It cost th e lives of several of his best 
horses. 
A fter being carried into a room I 11 the 
old hotel a t Ind ep en d en ce A ubrey lay 
fo r 48 hours In a d ead stup o r before lie 
cam e to his senses, 
l i e w ould n ev er 
have recovered from th e shock had it 
n o t boon for Ills w onderful co n stitu­ 
tion. 
The fe a t w as unanim ously re­ 
garded by w estern m en as tin* g reatest 
ex hibition of stre n g th and en d uran ce 
ev er known on the p lains. 
The ride of Jim Moore, a noted fron ­ 
tiersm an of tin! p ioneer day s, is also 
w orthy of m ention. Mooru w as a m an 
of alm ost p erfect p hy sique, in fact, by 
m ilitary s ta n d a rd s he w as a model. 
H e weighed 100 p ounds, stood 5 feet 10 
inches, s tra ig h t a s an arrow , w ith good 
neck well set on ids shoulders, sm all 
w aist, h ut good loins, a n d hnd tin* lim bs 
of a thoroughbred. 
No finer looking 
m an p hy sically ever rode a broncho 
th a n Jim Moore. H e could run like an 
Indian, w a s as active as a p an th er, tho 
best n a tu re d m an in th e world, but as 
courageous as a lion. 
In the early six ties Moore w as jj p ony 
ex p ress rider. 
Ills route w as from 
M idw ay station,

In order to t*e able to live the route out 
he sen t th em for all there v. as in them , 
w ith the result th a t he arrived a t M id­ 
way . a fte r h av in g ridden 280 miles, in 
22 hours from the tlrne he had left 
there. 
Ben H olliday gave him a gold 
w atch an d u certificate of his re m a rk­ 
able p erform ance. 
M any of th e old 
fron tiersm en n ow living knew Moore, 
knew of his 280 mile ride in 22 hours 
and h ave seen tlie w a tc h an d certifi­ 
cate.—S p irit of the Tim es.
